MIAMI, Fla., May 3. — In-[ 
vestigation of the mysterious j 
death of Haden Clarke, young 
writer who was found shot to 
death in the home of his fi­ 
ancee, Mrs. Jessie Keith-Mil-i 
ler, was reopened today with! 
the arrest of Captain W. N. 
Lancaster, Mrs. Keith-Miller’s J 
manager, on a charge of mur­ 
der. 
"Suicide notes,” found w ith the 
body in the home shared by Mrs. 
Kelth-M iller, Clarke and Lancaster, 
were forgeries and L ancaster has 
adm itted w riting them so th at he 
and the woman flyer would not be 
im plicated in the w riter's death. 
He denied from jail th a t he had 
killed Clarke. 
The two notes which led finally 
to L ancaster's a rrest on the m ur­ 
der charge read; 
"T he econom ic situation is such 
I can’t go through w ith it. 
Com­ 
fort m other in her sorrow. 
Y’ou 
have Bill, he is the w hitest m an I 
know. 
Haden.'*
